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Stores cancel film 


development in 
on-site photo labs 


CSULB students can 
still develop film on 
campus.

Like many everyday consumers 
from the digital generation, photog- 
rapher and studio art major Brandi 
Roach prefers to use a digital camera 
rather than a film camera because of 
convenience and affordability. 

When she found out major depart- 
ment and drugstores in California, like 
Target, CVS, Walgreens and Costco, 
are going to stop developing film in 
their on-site photo labs, she said that 
it does not make a-difference to her 
photography. —— 

“I’m more digital anyway,” Roach 
said. “It doesn’t affect me.” 

Even though Roach said she prefers 
to.use digital, she still enjoys process- 
ing film on campus and working with 
traditional analog cameras. 

“T just really like photography and 
being able to develop film,” she said 
while pulling out her negatives in 
the Cal State Long Beach darkroom. 
“(Film] makes you learn camera con- 
trols. It makes you appreciate [photog- 

~ raphy] more.” 

According to Target Spokesperson 
Kristy Welker, Target will be elimi- 
nating intstore film development in 
different locations nationwide this 
year because of the lower number of 
customer demands for film develop- 
ment. Customers, however, will still 
be able to order digital prints from the 
photo kiosks. 

“Guests can still drop their film off 
at Target photo labs, and Target will 
have it developed at an off-site loca- 


tion,” she said via email. 

CVS Drugstore already removed 
film. development from its photo labs 
at the beginning of 2012, according 
to CVS Spokesman Mike DeAngelis. 
CVS will also offer “send-out” film 
development in addition to produc- 
ing digital prints. DeAngelis said the 
decision was part of an environmental 
waste minimization agreement with 
the state. 

According to CSULB lab techni- 
cian Hong Seo, the chemicals used for 
color processing, including bleach and 
color developer, have to be disposed 
of if they are not used after a certain 


_ amount of time. 


“[Going digital] is better for the en- 
vironment,” Maya Pejovski, a senior 
photography student who also works 
in the photo lab on campus, said. “The 
chemicals uséd are not really healthy.” 

The use of color processing on cam- 
pus has also gone down, according to 
Pejovski. There have -been talks of 
shutting down traditional color pro- 
cessing on campus because students 
have not been-using it as often as in 
previous years, Seo said. 

“It’s getting rare. A lot of people are 
using digital,” Seo said. 

Although not as many students are 
producing color prints, also known 
as c-prints, Seo said that there are no 
plans to shut down the color-process- 
ing labs in the near future bécause 


there’are still students who use the ° 


labs for projects. j 

“We are not stopping yet,” Seo said. 
“As long.as we have those types of 
students, we cannot stop [color pro- 
cessing].” ‘ 

Head of the CSULB photography 
program, Mark Ruwedel, also said 
that the use of film will not completely 
go away. 

“It’s never going to come back the 
way it was,” he said. “There are people

ASI Senate takes a 
stand against HR 35 


House Resolution 35 
is designed to reduce 
anti-Semitism.

The Associated Students Inc. Sen- 
ate passed a resolution against House 
Resolution 35, a state resolution aimed 


‘at reducing anti-Semitism on college 


campuses, ‘with some senators con- 
cerned that the potential legislation 
could impede on students’ free speech. 


ASI’s resolution furthers a move- 
ment against HR 35 by California 
student organizations. The University 
of California Student Association —a 
group composed of UC students and 
student governments that represent - 
more than 220,000 students — also 
passed a resolution condemning HR 
35 in September. - 

HR. 35, co-authored by Long 


. Beach’s Assemblymember Bonnie 


Lowenthal, cites increases in anti-Se- 
mitic sentiments and a report by the 


+ United States Commission on Civil 


Rights, which said that anti-Semitism 
on some campuses is “cloaked as crit- 
icism of Israel.” The California State

able to enjoy 10 percent off their, pur- 
chase every day at the newly opened 
Long Beach location of the Lazy 
Acres health food store. 

Located on: Bellflower Boulevard 
a mile and a half away from campus, 
the store aims to cater to the health- 
conscious by providing natural and 
organic items to its consumers. 

“Throughout the store we’re re- 
ally trying to concentrate on clean 
ingredients that aren’t artificial in 
nature,” Caldecott said, “[as well 
as] being the best source of natural 
and organic products at a competi- 
tive.price:” 

The store will attempt to keep. its 
prices close to those at Trader Joe’s 
and less than those at Whole Foods,” 
Caldecott said. 

“Our goal is to be a natural and 
organic store that you can do a-full 
shop at,” Caldecott said. “We’re trying 
to position ourselves at better price 

* points to make it affordable even to 
your average consumer.” 

The first place those prices can be 
appreciated is in Lazy Acres” pro- 
duce department. The company has 
managed to keep this section of the 
store equivalent in size to what cus- 
tomers might expect at most super- 
markets, while offering more variety 
within it. é 

Kelley Wantuch, who works at the 
circulation desk at the CSULB library, 
said she passed by the store Thursday 
night and was surprised by the store’s 
produce selection. 

“Tt’s a really big selection, and they 
have fruits they don’t have at other 
stores, like persimmons,’ Wantuch 
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Lazy Acres, located about a mile and a half away from campus, 
features machines that allow patrons to grind fresh peanut butter. 


said. “They have figs, and I haven’t 
had figs in forever.” 

Compared to Ralphs and Trader 
Joe’s, where she normally does her 
shopping, Wantuch said the prices at 
Lazy Acres aren’t too bad. 

“I think their prices are pretty rea 
sonable for all their fruit?’ Wantuch 
said. “It’s on the higher side of pretty 
good, but I think all their fruit seems 
more fresh{than other places], and you 
can eat it sooner [because] it’s more 
ripe.” 3 

The store also offers a large se- 
lection of vitamins and supplements 
and a buy-in-bulk section where 
customers can purchase loose cof- 
fee, trail mixes, cereals, grains and 
candy. 

The store also’ features- four ma- 
chines that sit in the bulk sale section, 


which can grind peanuts, peanuts and 
chocolate chips, almonds or cashews 
into fresh nut butter. 

Alexis Cornejo, junior criminal 
justice major, said she usually takes 
out Some time on the weekends to 
buy: healthy snacks she can carry

Photography junior Humberto Cay- 
etano said that he usually relies on ev- 
eryday convienence stores for digital 
prints of his projects. : 

“T don’t see [the cancelation of film 
development] as detrimental to my- 
self,” he said. 

Photography senior - Jonathan 

Castillo said that he prefers to get 
his film developed at professional 
photo labs, like The Icon in Los 
Angeles, rather than going to con- 
venience stores. 
_ “If you really care about film, you 
wouldn’t go to Target anyway,” ‘Cas- 
tillo said. “[Film] has more of a niche 
market.” 

Castillo also said he agrees that 
film will not disappear and that a re- 
surgance of film use among average 
consumers is possible. 

“] think they will miss it eventu- 
ally,” he said. “We are slowly losing 
something; it’s not easy to define what 
we are losing.”

Assembly passed HR 35 in August. 

HR 35 calls for public universities 
to “increase their efforts to swiftly and 
unequivocally condemn acts of anti- 
’ Semitism on their campuses” and en- 
sure that “no public resources will be 
allowed to be used for anti-Semitic or 
any intolerant agitation.” 

ASI Secretary of Cultural Diversity 
Ojaala Ahmad helped draft the ASI 
Senate resolution and said she fears HR 
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35 would tarnish the reputations of stu- 
dents attempting to bring an alternative 
view of Israel’s actions into the public 
discourse. 

“A large part of HR 35 is written to 
unfairly smear human rights advocates 


“who are dissenting against Israel’s hu- 


man rights violation as anti-Semitic,” 
she said. “It says that campaigning to 
raise awareness of Israel’s human rights 
violations is anti-Semitic.” ” 

Ahmad called HR 35 a “slippery 
slope,” saying its passage could lead to 
similar resolutions that could limit the 
rights of students and. faculty.

“The reason why we’re presenting 
this to ASI is to protect students’ civil 
liberties and First Amendment rights 
to free speech and academic freedom,” 
Ahmad said. 5 

James Sauceda, director of the Mul- 
ticultural Center, said HR 35 attempts 
to eliminate anti- BEpyisi are mis- 
placed. 

“Anti-Semitism is a serious issue, but 
you don’t handle it by legislating a spe- 
cific point of view,” he said. “You do it 
by having an open discourse.” 

Sauceda said censoring a view iso- 
lates students from some ideas and only 


serves to worsen the situation. 

Rather than quieting one group, he 
said, more emphasis should be placed 
on educating students about anti-Sem- 
itism, its roots and its effects. 

“The Supreme Court gives univer- 
sities and higher education institu- 
tions the widest possible allowances to 
have these discussions,” he said. “We 
shouldn’t be afraid to see racist yiews, 
no matter from what angle.” 


Lowenthal said that while she sup-_ 


ports HR 35, she never meant to curb 
free speech rights guaranteed by the 
U.S. Constitution. 
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“I. supported HR 35 because it con- 
demned acts of intolerance and urged 
both the UC and CSU systems to con- 
front anti-Semitism with due respect to 
the First Amendment,” she said. “It was 
not, and would never be, my intent to 
suggest that free speech rights should 
be limited to ideas with which elected 
officials agree.” 

HR 35 must pass in the California 
Senate before becoming officially rec- 
ognized. 

ASI will vote on the second reading 
of its reSolution against HR 35 again on 
Nov. 28. 
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Most students probably cannot 
wait to go home and stuff their 
faces with delicious turkey, stuffing 
and pumpkin pie.

Lane continues with a 
laundry list of doomsday sce- + 
narios that he predicted will 
happen should the proposi- 
tion pass, including a loss of

I don’t know what is 
more offensive: that a 
teacher would not only 
throw his own peers under 
the bus and claim that they are giving students a 
sub-par education, or that it comes from the likes 
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of Brian Alan Lane. : : 
Lane, among others, was the focus of an audit 
report released by the Cal 
State University system in 
May 2011 which alleged 
that the professor had 
committed financial fraud. 
According to a Sept. 30 
article in the Daily 49er, 
the professor would have 
remained anonymous if it 
weren't for Lane’s effectual 
outing of himself by suing 
the university for $6 million 
for alleged “libel, defama- 
tion and slander,” making 
the case and all the details 
associated with it a part of 
the public record. 
Lane’s lawsuit, which 
was filed in April 2011, has 
since been dropped. Lane, and others, failed to . 
reimburse their lawyer, Michael Steponovich, Jr.

students’ scholarship money for himself didn’t want 
a state measure to pass, which would make life easier 
for those in-his profession. j

The “Laptop Ensemble” held its last performance 
of the semester Sunday at the Gerald R. Daniel Recital 
Hall. 

The ensemble of students performed seven original 
pieces using laptop computers, which are controlled 
by various interactive devices ranging from simple 
musical instrument digital interface (MIDI) control- 
lers to a repurposed Xbox Kinect sensor device. 

Each piece is fully planned out and composed be- 
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forehand, and then the software’s sequencers process CSU_B’s ‘Laptop Ensemble’ performs. unique music using unconventional instruments. 


the information in a way that makes it ‘randomized. 
This way, no two performances are the same. 

Each piece is unique. Some sound like a humming 
string quartet while others are a collage of voice sam- 
ples. 

“[The idea is] to make the laptop more like a tradi- 
tional instrument,” graduate student Nathanael Tron- 
erud said. 

Each piece is a collaborative effort between the 
students. 

“In some ways, it’s a lot like working in a band,” 
senior Therisse Martinez said. “‘We all listen to each 
other and give each other feedback.” 

The experience gives music students a chance to 
experiment freely and think about music in a new way. 

[In traditional music,] you consider pitches and 
melodies, whereas here you’re more interested-in cre- 
ating sounds,” senior David Landen said. 

Professor Martin Herman, director of the ensem- 


ble, even pushes his students to be innovative ahd take 
chances. * ‘ 
“Creatively, it’s very easy to get stuck in a rut,” 
Herman said. “Here, you can try something new.” 
The ensemble is also a synthesis of many different 
fields. 
Hardware has to be designed, such as special 
speakers called “six-channel hemispherical speaker” 


engineered by Princeton’s “Laptop Orchestra” to — 


mimic the output one would hear form a traditional 
instrument. 

Software is programmed for each composition, es- 
sentially creating a new instrument for each piece. 

There is also a strong visual element to the per- 
formance. The pieces become art installations with 
projections. The students also become a part of the 
performance when they interact with each other and

the technology. In the final piece of the evening, the 


performers use a Kinect sensor device and struck dif- . 


ferent locations around their body to produce different 

sounds. : 
“One thing [we’re] really interested in is the rela- 

tionship between the piece and the performer,” Marti- 


nez said. “We don’t want to just go up there and push ~ 


a button.” : 
After only a year together, the group is one of Cal 
State Long Beach’s most active music ensembles, 
performing about six concerts a semester. They re- 
cently performed at the University Art Theatre, as 
well as the Merge and Soundwalk festivals, which 
both showcase sound art installations. They plan on 
attending just as many performances in the spring 


semester, and the group seems full of enthusiasm for 


the future.

Arizona’s offense proved 
too much for the ‘Niners to 
handle as the Long Beach State 
men’s basketball team fell to 
the tenth-ranked ~ Wildcats, 
92-74 on Monday night at the 
McKale Center. 

. EBSU (1-3) suffered its third 
straight loss while Arizona (3- 
0) remained undefeated in the 
early stages of its season. Head 
coach Dan Monson attributed 
the loss to a poor defensive 
showing by the 49ers. 

“Defensively, we were just 
a nightmare tonight,” he said. 
“We have to go back to square 
one.” 

The Beach trailed by 22 in 
the first half before rattling- 
off-a 10-0 run sparked by 
3-pointers from James Ennis 
and Peter Pappageorge. The 
run eventually helped the 
49ers pull to within 13 at the 
break. 

Solid play from Pappa- 
george, Kris Gulley and Dan 


Jennings kept the game within 
reach into the second frame, 
but the Wildcats had an answer 
and then some for every 49er 
run. 

Pappageorge tallied a ca- 
reer-high. 16 points while con- 
necting on four out of six three- 
point attempts. Gulley added 
12 points, three rebounds and 
an assist. 

The Wildcats came out fir- 
ing in the second half and 
eventually built a 30-point 
advantage at 80-50. LBSU 
shaved eight points off its 
deficit by the end of the game 
but couldn’t get much going 
against a lineup that featured a 
7-foot-tall center and four oth- 
er players topping out above 
6-foot-7. 

“Arizona’s length and size 
bothered us both on the. front- 


court and backcourt,” Monson 
said. 
The ‘Niners were able to 


connect on 14 shots from three- 
point range on 32 attempts, but 
the fact that the team only put 
up 24 shots from inside the line 
may become a concern moving 
forward.

He didn’t miss on five attempts 
from 3-point range. 

Solomon Hill also scored 15 
for Arizona. The senior forward 
connected on just two field goal 
attempts but was able to knock 
down 11 free throws in as many 
tries. 

Free throws were a huge fac- 
tor in the contest as the Wild- 
cats (25-35) outscored the 49ers 
(10-13) by 15 at the line. 

Ennis, who was missing 
from the starting lineup for the 
first time this season, paced 
The Beach with 17 points 
and seven rebounds on. six of 
twelve shooting coming off the 
bench. 

Sophomore point guard 
Mike Caffey, who has aver- 
aged 13 points per game on 
the season, was held’ score- 
less for the first 34 minutes. 


‘A lone 3-pointer would prove
